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Their target date is the end of the calendar year so 12 / 29 / 17.1 am cautiously optimistic that they 
are going to get this done and meet that timeframe, because they do seem to have a clear 
plan. We should reassess what progress has actually been made in November to make sure 
everything still seems to be on track. 

FYI, they gave me the following information on what they are up to: 

They report they did an incremental release of 120 fully releasable documents on September 
18th. 

The SME is currently working on a relevancy check of a set of 799 documents. They are 
hoping to whittle that down to a smaller set of responsive documents that will likely be 
fully releasable, with a goal to send another interim release at the end of October. 

In addition, there are approximately 100 documents that they have set aside that they believe 
will require redactions. They hope to make a November release that will include these 
documents with redactions. 

There are also approximately 1,404 emails left to review, which are not included in the above 
numbers. They did not specify the target date to finish that review. 


Just to follow up, were you guys going to be able to help us clarify for them and their SOL 
contacts what their review responsibilities are as far as email attachments?
